TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF 

BEDWORTH  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Ward  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants,  and  the  environmental  conditions  of  the  Urban  District  of 
Bedworth  for  1970,  together  with  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

The  mid-year  estimate  obtained  from  the  office  of  the  Registrar 
General  indicated  that  the  population  of  the  Urban  District  continues  to 
increase.  The  figure  of  41*020  showed  an  increase  of  320  inhabitants 
compared  with  1969. 

During  the  year  823  births  were  notified  which  was  slightly  less  than 
the  figure  of  843  notifications  in  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate 
for  the  District  was  17,5  compared  with  the  County  and  National  rates 
of  16*6  and  16. 

189  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  of  which  124  were 
attributable  to  measles. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  remains  constant 
at  378.' 

The  Public  Health  Inspectorate  once  more,  gave  of  their  best  during 
the  year.  The  volume  of  work  continued  to  increase,  the  pressure  being 
however  relieved  by  an  increase  in  the  establishment  and  the  appointment 
of  an  additional  inspector. 

It  was  rather  disappointing  that  due  to  the  anticipated  shortage  of 
solid  smokeless  fuel  our  smoke  control  programme  had  to  be  delayed. 

There  is  little  of  note  which  I wish  to  draw  to  the  attention  of 
the  Council. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  their  interest  ahd  support..  Appreciation  must  also  be  expressed 
for  the  cb-operation  and  assistance  received  from  Mr.  Burriss  and  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  and  colleagues  in  other  Departments.

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LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory  situated  at  the  Coventry  and  Warwick 
Hospital,  Coventry,  undertakes  the  bacteriological  examination  of 
samples  of  water,  ice  cream  and  food,  also  in  the  investigation  of 
infectious  diseases. 

The  services  of  the  Analyst  to  the  City  of  Coventry  are  also 
utilised  for  chemical  analysis. 


THE  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICE 


The  General  Practitioner  service  is  administered  by  the  Warwickshire 
and  Solihull  Executive  Council,  There  are  several  Medical  Practitioners 
living  in  the  district  and  others  residing  outside  practise  on  the  periphery. 

There  are  no  general  hospital  services  directly  available  in  the 
district  but  adequate  out  and  in  patient  facilities  are  provided  at  the 
Nuneaton  and  Coventry  Hospitals  which  are  administered  by  No.  20  Group 
Hospital  Management  Gommittee  of  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  Whitley  Isolation  Hospital, 
Coventry,  Out  patient  clinics  for  tuberculosis  are  held  at  River sley 
Park  Clinic,  Coton  Road,  Nuneaton, 

Warwickshire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  School  Health  Service  and  arrangements  for  Eomi ciliary  Nursing 
and  Midwifery  Services,  Domestic  Helps,  Vaccination  and  Immunisation, 

Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children,  Care  and  After  Care  and  the  Ambulance 
Service  ad  laid  down  in  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  194&. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Ambulance  Service  the  day  b]c  day  administration 
of  these  Services  is  under  the  control  of  the  Area  Medical  Officer,  Area 
Health  Department,  Rye  Piece,  Bedworth.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1970.  It  has  been  a matter  of  disappointment  to  the  Tepartment  that 
the  proposed  No.  4 Smoke  Control  Area  had .to  be  postponed  because  of 
the  uncertainty  *f  the  smoke  less  fuel  supply.  However,  this  enabled 
the  lepartment  to  concentrate  more  on  Improvement  Grants  and  with 
gratifying  results,  as  shown  in  the  table  in  this  report.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  for  the  first  time  the  number  of  Improvement_Grants  exceeds 
the  number  of  Standard  Grants  and  it  is  expected  that  this  will  be  the 
trend  for  the  future.  In  addition  inspection  of  the  area  has  taken  place 
with  a view  to  establishing  a General  Improvement  Area. 

Apart  from  the  above, attention  has  been  given  to  inspection  of 
premises  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963.  Luring 
the  year  5 accident  reports  were  received  none  of  which  could  be  attributed 
to  and  failure  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  employers. 

All  food  premises  and  factory  canteens  have  been  inspected,  and  100$ 
inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  at  the  three  private  slaughterhouses 
was  obtained. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Vice  Chairman  of  the 
Health  and  Housing  Committee  also  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  their 
help  and  guidance  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  their  efforts  in 
achieving  the  above.

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  water  supply  of  Bedworth.  is  constant,  and  is  obtained  as  follow s:- 

(a)  Two  sources  at  the  New digate  Colliery,  in  the  West  Ward 
of  the  district, 

(1)  From  an  adit  in  the  Frank  Shaft,  270ft  below  ground  surfaces, 

(2)  From  a 12”  borehole,  220ft  deep, 

(b)  20 ” borehole,  Bedworth  Waterworks, 

The  borehole  is  20”  in  diameter  and  275  feet  deep, 

(c)  Exhall  I eep  Well, 

The  Well  is  9ft  in  diameter,  and  approximately  260-3 00ft  deep, 

(d)  Coventry  Corporation,  for  certain  districts  in  Exhall, 

(e)  Birmingham, 

This  is  used  as  a supplementary  supply,  being  piped  via  Nuneaton, 

All  this  water  is  pumped  into  a storage  reservoir  at  the  Waterworks, 

The  reservoir  has  a storage  capacity  of  750,000  galls.  The  water  is 
pumped  from  the  reservoir  and  boosted  direct  to  the  town.  The  water 
tower  is  now  only  used  for  night  duty. 

As  a result  of  the  above  it  is  considered  that  the  water  supply  of  the 
area  has  been  reasonably  satisfactory  in  qi'ftntity.
